THE ORDER OF 8ST. MIJAABL AND 
-. &P. GEORGE. 


Whon, by the treaties concludad at the General 
‘Peaca of 1814, the savereicuty of the island of 
Malta was ceded to Great Britain, and tho seven 
onion Islands wore formed into aa independent 
Stato and placed under the exclusive protection 
of thia country, Sir Thomas Maitland, who _was 
thon Governor of Malta, and who, us Lord High 
Commissioner, had the task of organizing the

No means, 
however, then vxisted of conferring ang honour
